per cent of the cost.

accepted until 1912.

was built up and every 
property 


owner had signed up for the pave- 
ment. A. C. Pomroy, who lives on 
the street, also urged that he had 
lived there twenty-seven years and 
asked the council to consider the 
request that the street be paved 
on a two-thirds basis.

test case: "Some of the haulers, and 
particularly the organized men, 
through their representatives, have 
fought this measure since its Intro- 
duction. 
While with one breath 


they claim that they desire to pro- 
tect the roads, with the next breath 
they declare that they will fight the 
measure, which protects the roads, 
to the limit. 


"The difficulty -with the law is. 


from their angle,—'it works * The 
law, as such, they know is a uniform 
protection in the state. It applied 
in the same manner in Hamilton 
County as in Cuyahoga County. 


"Owing to the conditions Of the 


roads in some places, county engin- 
eers realize that a smaller load only 
can be permitted over the road than 
might be permitted over some road 
in another section of the state. But 
this does not destroy the uniformity 
of the application of the law. 
It 


applies in the same manner under 
the same conditions everywhere. 


Bill Affords Protection 


"Neither is this law put into 


operation by any authority other 
than that of the constitutional 
method. The law was in operation 
ninety days after its signature, and 
it is for road protection. Some pro- 
visions of it may be utilized by the 
engineers and this is being done 
now during this wet season. 


"It is quite a significant fact that 


all of these forces, which are now 
fighting the law, agreed upon this 
particular provision of it when it 
was passed. 


"I am glad that the prosecutor 


and sheriff will not permit these 
truck men to ruin the roads while 
they are testing out its constitution- 
ality. If, by any chance the law 
would be declared unconstitutional, 
in any of Its provisions, I predict 
that similar provisions for road pro- 
tection will be incorporated in a 
measure next year, and by the sen- 
timent that I have found over the 
state, It •will certainly be as strlng- 
nt for the,protection of the roads 
as this one is."

In both cases, therefore, the ef- 


fect of self-induction is to oppose 
a change In the strength of the cur- 
rent either when It tends to in- 
crease or decrease. 


Due to the fact that a direct cur- 


rent is normally steaoy, self Induc- 
tion occurs principally at the be- 
ginning or end of the flow of cur- 
rent.

in him, made no difference: so if he had to deal with! 
Pennsylvania or New York he dealt with Mr. Quay or i 
Mr. Platt. Whether he liked them or disliked them,! 
whether he had faith in them or distrusted them, made 
to him no difference." 


We believe that most people will admit that this 


position of Mr. Roosevelt was a correct one. He recog- 
nized that in dealing with a representative of organi- 
zations or governments on matters of mutual interest, | 
recognition of them holding the position of power did! 
"not approve or disapprove of their conduct. It did not 
approve or disapprove of their form of government,
